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ONE KILLED, SEVERAL HURT QUARREL RESULTS WORLO WAR VETERAN 
IN FATHER'S DEATH’ 1S STRIGKEN WHILE 


WHEN TRUCK HITS STAGE 





One man was killed and several 
other passengers were slightly injur- 
ed at 1:35 o’clock Monday afternoon 
when an automobile bus bound from 
Pomona to Los Angeles collided with 
a truck on a sharp curve in the 
boulevard two miles west of Spadra. 
The dead man is a negro who could 
not be identified following the acci- 
dent. 

The bus was driven by Charles 
Miller of 325 East A street, Ontario, 
and en route to Los Angeles. As the 
machine approached the curve the 
driver kept the car on the right side 
of the road which was on the inside 
of the curve. Two trucks approached 
the curve from the west, the second 
one driven by Miguel Urgo of Cuca- 
monga. 

Urgo was following the first truck 
so closely that he did, not see the ap- 
proaching bus and when he attempted 
to avoid a bad place in the road he 
turned his truck to the left. Before 
he could turn his machine back into 
the road again, the truck hit the left 
side of the bus a glancing blow. The 
truck was loaded with empty fruit 
boxes and they were loosed by the 
collision and were showered upon the 
bus. The supports of the top on the 
left side of the bus were crushed and 
one of them struck the negro in the 
head fracturing his skull. He died 
almost immediately. 

Constable Slanker was called to the 
scene of the accident immediately 
and at once examined the dead man 
in an attempt to identify him. No 
names or papers were found upon his 


‘person which revealed his identity. 


More than $150 in bills was found in 
his pocketbook. Dr. P. W. Newcomer 
was at the scene of the accident soon 
after it happened and eipeamnice the 
negro dead. 

Urgo came to Pomona after the ac- 
cident and reported at police head- 
quarters. He said that he attempted 
to turn his truck back on his side of 
the road as soon as he-saw the bus 
but could not d

Passengers had a narrow escape. 

The driver of the bus and passen- 
gers had a narrow escape from se- 
rious injury. There were ten passen- 
gers on the bus at the time of the 
accident. 

One man who was riding In the bus 
was struck on the head by a box but 
was not seriously injured. The pas- 
sengers were taken to Los Angeles in 
another machine.

by the board of supervisors when 
that body adopted an emergency ordl- 
hance fixing the maximum that can 
be carried by a truck and any num 
ber of trailers at 10 tons. The move 
is to protect the paved highways 
from damage by heavy trucks, 

Further limitations were fixed in 
the provision providing that the 
weight per inch of any tire cannot 
exceed 760 pounds for pneutnatic 
tires, 660 pounds for solld tires, and 
600 pounds for steel tires, 

The tire weight regulations, a 
marked reduction in weights, is then 
further strengthened by the sweep. 
ing provision that the net weight of

UNIVERSITY STUDENTS BACK 
AMENDMEN7™ 12 

Ten thousand students of the Uni- 
versity of California at Berkeley, or- 
ganizing by counties, have ijauached 
a campaign to secure the passage of 
Amendment 12, aimed at providing 
permanent and steady income to meet 
the needs of a 200 per cent increase 
in enrollment during the last ten 
years at the state institution. Every 
county in the state is actively repre- 
sented in the campaign, the results 
of which will be checked, 6n a com- 
petitive county basis, on a huge 21- 
foot map which is being erected on 
the campus. 

Crowded class rooms and scarcity 
of instructors have stimulated the 
students to activity in the campaign, 
which is under the direction of the 
Associated Student Body. Eighteen 
hundred students at the Southern 
Branch of the University in Los An- 


geles, six hundred students at the 
professional schools in San _ Fran- 
cisco, and five hundred students at 


the Farm School at Davis are joining 
in the campaign. 

“Keep Education Free” is the slo- 
gan in the campaign, Amendment 12 
provides that four cents out of each 
dollar paid in taxes go to the sup- 
port of the University. 

Students from Upland have joined 
with other students enrolled in the 
University of California in carrying 
on an active campaign for the pas- 
sage of the Millage bill, Amendment 
No. 12. With the passing of the 
measure the university would be in- 
sured a dependable income and the 
necessity of charging tuition which 
the institution is facing now would 
be done away with.

GROOMING CAR IS AN ART, THE 
OWNER*SHOULD STUDY 





The proper grooming of an auto- 
mobile requires a more technical 
knowledge than the average motor 
ist possesses or believes is neces- 


sary, according to C. E. Elson, man 
ager of the San Bernardino Motor 
Car Company, distributors of Stude- 
baker cars in the San Bernardino 
territory. 

“In the many years of my em- 
ployment in the service branch of 
the automobile industry,’ said Elson. 
“T have seen the looks of innumer- 
able cars ruined because of the lax 
and improper methods used by own- 
ers in ‘grooming’ them. 

“The care that should be given in 
order to properly preserve the finish 
of an automobile body is not fully 
appreciated by the average owner. 
There is a tendency among owners 
to put off after a dusty or muddy 
trip cleaning and polishing of the 
body until a more convenient time. 

“It is best to remove the dust and 
mud from the body of the car im- 
mediately upon its return to the 
garage after each particularly 
lengthy drive, or drive in bad wea- 
tehr. This applies in particular to 
the mud on the body before it has 
had an opportunity to dry, for in 
this way there will be no opportu- 
nity for marks or scratches to ap- 
pear on the body which would be 
liable to occur if mud, which has 
been allowed to dry, is not removed 
with extraordinary ,care. 

“We, of course, realize that it is

ing the remaining dirt. Be very 


Stinate mud spots, they should be 
sopped up rather than removed by 
rubbing. The sponge should be well 
filled with water. Use a separate 
sponge on the running gear of the 
car, 

“The temperature of the water 
should also bé very carefully con- 
sidred. The water should be nei- 
ter hot nor cold. 

“Soap must kot be used on the 
body of the car under any condi- 
tions. After the dirt has been en- 
tirely removed, the sponge should 
then be wrung dry (all mud remain- 
ing in the sponge thoroughly re- 
moved and all water remaining on 
body removed as far as possible. 

“Next rub with a chamois skin, 
wet and wrung as dry:as possible, 
paying particular attention to the 
corners of panels and all corners 
where water may remain. Dirt or 
mud must be absolutely removed 
before the chamois is used on the 
body. 

“Always wash a car in the shade 
or in a place that does not permit 
the sun to shine on the body so the 
water will not be allowed to dry too 
quickly. The reason for this is that 
streaks and spots are liable to re- 
main on the body if dried too quick- 
ly. In the winter time the washing 
should be done in a sheltered place 
where there is no possibility of the 
water freezing on the body. 

“Don’t keep an automobile in a 
barn in which horses are stabled, 
nor in a private garage too closely 
connected with the stable. The am- 
monia in the atmosphere near the 


stable will cause the varnish to 
crack. 
“Don’t keep an automobile’ too 


near a stove, 

“If placed in storage it should be 
washed occasionally to keep the var 
nish bright. 

“It would be well to have a can 
of black japan in a garage with 
which lamp brackets and_ other 
parts of the chassis could be occa- 
sionally touched up. <A very light 
coat should be applied. 

“The following 10° reasons briefly

give the causes for varnish on bod- 
ies becoming dull and paint chip- 
ping off: 

“1. Rubbing with a sponge or 
chamois before the dirt and grease 
have been washed off. 

“2. The same sponge should not 
be used on the body that was used 
on the running gear. 


“3. Paint loses file from too much 
washing. 
“4, Mud should be taken off with 


a light stream of water from a hose, 
as any other way damages the paint. 

“5. The temperature of the water 
depends on the season of the year. 
Ordinarily it is best to use water 
that has the chill taken off. 

“6. Soap must not be used on the 
body of a car. 

“7, Mud in certain tocalities has 
certain ingredients in it that have 
a tendency to damage the paint of 
a car. 

“8. The car may have been in a 
warm place and taken into the ex- 
treme» cold, or vice versa, which 
would cause the body to sweat, 
causing rust under the paint, result- 
ing in blisters and peels. 

“9. Along the sea coast the at- 
mosphere performs a certain chem- 
ical action on the paint, due to the 
amount of salt in the air. 

“10. In certain localities of the 
country the atmosphere is heavily

HOSPITAL SHIP “MERCY” ANCH- 
ORED AT SAN PEDRO 





The United States fleet is expected 
at San Pedro September 30. The 
hospital ship Mercy is now anchored 
there, having to come into the bay 
to unload coal which had caught fire, 
supposedly from loading wet coal on 
top of dry coal. It is not known 
just how long the coal had been burn- 
ing before it was discovered. 

The Mercy was once a passenger 
ship, having been turned into a hos- 


pital ship during the time of the war. | 


There is a crew of 350 with about 
8% sick. The Mercy follows the fleet 
and takes any of the sailors who 
become ill on board for medical treat- 
ment. The ship is equipped with 
everything which would be needed in 
cases of sickness. There are the 
surgical wards and operating rooms. 
One of the interesting things is the 
testing room, where are kept the 
guinea pigs and the rabbits. One of 
the guides said, “They ‘shoot’ ’em 
and if it doesn’t kill ’em we get it.” 
“Nannie,” who is now five months. old 
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is the pet of the crew. She was 
picked up at St. Thomas on the 
Virgin Islands and this goat has be- 
come a regular “U. S. Gob.” 

Visitors are allowed on board and 
any of the crew are delighted to 
take people through the ship. The 
ice plant and the room where salt 
water is made into fresh, is espe- 
cially interesting. One of the long 
to be remembered times of the crew 
is the time they were out at sea and 
the machinery went wrong and noth- 
ing to drink but the salty brine. 

To those with normal digestive 
organs the cooking room would be of 
interest. Here from two hundred to 
three hundred loaves of bread are 
baked every day and “bushels” of 
doughnuts are fried.
